London, June 21--Britaln'’s 
trade In cars and tractors in. the 
United States bas practically 
Gisappeared. That fact stands 
out from the monthly ‘Britlels 
trade returns publishea here 
today. . 


Last month, the United States 
took only 211,000 “worxth o: 


from tho £645,000 
February. 


Exports of cars to the United 
States were worth £92,000. in 
May and 292,000 in April, 
compared with a _ monthly 
average of £751,000 In tho 
fourth quarter of last ycar and 
a peak’ of 802,000 last July, 


Exports to Canada Iast month 
were decidedly good, But Bri- 
tain has a:blg pro! of pays 
ing canada now that Marshall 
aid can no longer. be used for 
the bulk contracts for wheat 
and cheese. All British exports 
to Canada barely suffice to pay 
for those two contracts alono, 
now ‘that Washington. has 
stopped paying for them. 


With the world as a whole, 
the gop ‘in Britain's balance of 
payments has re-appeared dure 
ing this quarter.
